cruel Nero It owes its origin to the Popes, 


| who, in the early part of the sixth century, 


erected an humble residence on the site. 
About the year 1150, Pope Eugenius rebuilt 
itona magnificent scale. Innocent Ill, a 
few years afterwards, gave it up as a lodging 
to Peter Il, King of Arragon. In 1305, 
Clement VI, having removed the Papal See 
from Rome to Avignon, the Vatican remain- 
ed in a condition of obscurity and neglect for 
more than seventy years. But soon after 
the return of the Pontifical court to Rome, an 
event which took place in 1376, the Vatican 
was then put in a state of repair, and again 
enlarged; and it was thenceforward consid- 
ered as the regular residence of the Popes, 
who, one after another, added fresh buildings 
to it, and gradually enriched it with antiqui- 
ties, Statues and books, until it become the 
richest zepository in the world. The library 
of the Vatican was commenced fourteen hun- 
dred years ago. It contains forty thousand 
ajanuscripts, among which are some by Pliny,

“Xn ‘the foregoing pages, I have set down 
some of the reasons which compel me to vote 
NO on the first of the questions presented to 
the people by the recert Convention,—the 
question relating to that part of the revised 
Constitution, which embraces the Frame of 
Government for the Commonwealth. In my 
view, some of the innovations which it pro- 
poses—and, among them, some of the most 
important—are entirely unsustained by good 
reasons, and can only be fruitful of evil; 
while, of the really beneficial changes which 
it offers, there is not one which cannot be 
obtained, or which would not probably be 
obtained, with a very little delay, through 
simple Legislative action, or through the 
method of amendment provided by the exi-t- 
ing Constitution. Under these circumstan- 
ces, I cannot think I should be acting the 
part of a man of common sense, to make any 
considerable sacrifice of other just Constitu- 
tional principles and provisions for their at- 
tainment ;—certainly not to buy them at the 
cost of such mischievous provsions as those 
of the new Constitution relating to the Judi- 
ciary and the basis of representation. 

The provisions of the existing Constitution, 
in regard to the House of Representatives, 
are far from good; but that is no reason why 
we should supersede them by others more 
subject than themselves to the same class of 
objections,--more unjust, and, what is worse, 
increasingly more unjust from census to cen- 
sus. If we are not at present prepared to 
apply a fall remedy to the evil, let us not, in 
blind impatience, extend and aggravate it. 
And, meanwhile, it is by no means beyond 
reasonable expectation, that as, from time to 
time, by the operation of the existing Consti- 
tution, more and more of the small towns ex- 
change their annual representation for rep- 
resentation only part of the time (which is 
the great evil complained of,) that provision

The Turkish Empire. 


The frequent use of the words “Sultan,” 
“Porte,” &c. &c., in the newspapers publish- 
ing accounts of affairs in Turkey at the pres- 
ent time, are erronevusly understood by many 
persons 


“The Sublime Porte” is the official title of 


the Government of the Ottoman Empire, and 
not the title of any officer of the government, 
as many suppose it to be. 

The Ottoman Emperor is called Sultan, or 
Grand Sultan, or Grand Svignior, according 
to the fancy of the person speaking or writ- 
ing. They all mean the same thing. 

Pacha is Governor of a province, and ac- 
cording to the importance of his province, he 
is distinguished by one, two or three tails.— 

| Every Pacha has his own army in his own 
province, distinct from the grand army of the 
empire. A Pacha of three tails has the pow- 
er to punish with death any agent whom he 
employs, or any individual. who seems to 
threaten the general safety. 

| Bey is a sub-governor under the Pacha. 

The Divan is the Council of State, and 
consists of the principal ministers. 

The Reise Effendi ic high chancellor of the 
empire, and stands at the head of all the body 
of attorneys—which body is thought to con- 
tain the best infurmed men of the nition. 

Cadits a sort of judge or justice of the 
peace. To order the bastinado on common 
people, to impose a fine’ on a rich Greek or 
European, to condemn a thief to be hang- 

ed, is about all of the duty of an ordinary 
Cadi. 

The power of the Sultan is absolute. He 
appoints and displaces at his pleasure all the 
great civil and military functionaries, and 1s 
When 
any state officer dies, whitever he possesses 


master of their lives and fortunes. 
at his death goes into the pocket of the Sul- 
tan, who is also master of the lives and for- 
tunes of every subject, and when any one 
dies without male issue, he becoines heir to 
the estate. In case there are sons, he claims 
only one-tenth, and the sous retain the other 
nine-tenths. But they do not own anything 
of it—no man can own or hold any right in 


He is 


only a tenant for life, and the Sultan’s claim 


fee simple to any inherited property. 
comes in at every man’s death. The clerks 
of the Grand Treasury make their own valu- 
ation in settling estates, and at as high a rate 
was they please; it often hippens that what 1s 
left atter their one-tenth is gone, is almost 
valueless. 

In the cities and large towns the Grand 
Seignior is curtailed in the exercise of this 
unlimited authority, by the presence of so 
many well-informed persons as there always 
ig In cities, and through whose influence he 
expects to gain favur and credit in time of 
need. 

A secret police in the pay of the E:nperor 
is usually abroad, and the sualiest pretences 
are enough to confiscate a citizeu’s property. 

The people, when they choose to rebel 
agaiast their tyrants, set the city on fire, 
and almost always find support in the jeal- 
ousy of some disappointed or ambitious per- 
sons of influence, and sometimes 4in the in- 
dignaat probity of so:ne powerful individual. 

| In the political state every man who Is in- 
| vested with power is at liberty to delegate 
that power entirely to another; thus the Sul- 
tan is vicegerent of the prophet. Every Pa- 
cha is representative of the Sultan, and the 
| Bey 1s representative of the Pacha, and so 
jon, in military progressien, till every soldier 
who carries an order has his authority, thas 
multiplying oppression, which falls heavily on 
all classes. 

Ail public places and employments are open- 
ly given to the highest bidder. Thus a Pacha 
having paid high for his office, in his turn 
disposes of those in his line, to those offering 
the highest price, taking care to indemnify 
himself at the expense of those under him. 

| The same system pervades all Turkish soci- 
ety—the least favor or service conferred must 
be purchased by presents. Even the sen- 
tence of the Cadi and declaration of witnes- 
| ses are purchased in the same way. This sys- 


item is the more dreadful as every grade of | 
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Judges pronounce sentence from which there 
is no appeal.
